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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio , 

And  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati : 

Gentlemen  : — The  period  has  arrived  in  which,  accord- 
ing to  law,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cincinnati 
House  of  Refuge  are  required  to  make  to  your  Honorable 
Body  the  annual  statement  of  the  fiscal  affairs,  the  man- 
agement, the  condition  and  statistics  of  the  Institution 
entrusted  to  their  care. 

To  this  duty  the  Directors  address  themselves  with 
ready  compliance,  feeling  assured  that,  under  a propitious 
Providence , their  increased  experience  in  discharging  their 
duty  has  enabled  them  to  place  the  Institution  more  in 
accordance  with  their  wishes  than  at  any  former  period  of 
its  history.  A still  higher  improvement  in  all  the  interests 
of  the  Institution  is  anticipated  when  the  plan  for  the 
Female  Department,  for  which  the  liberality  of  the  General 
Assembly  has  so  generously  provided,  shall  be  completed. 
The  delay  that  has  intervened,  touching  this  enterprise,  is 
to  be  regretted. 

Presenting  to  your  notice  the  retrospect  of  the  last 
year’s  history  of  the  Institution,  the  Board  select  as  the 
first  item  of  report,  the  almost  entire  absence  of  sickness 
from  the  Institution.  Nothing  in  the  form  ol  epidemic 
has  appeared,  nor  has  death  been  permitted  in  a single 
instance  to  enter  the  numerous  dwelling.  All  thanks  to 
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the  Arbiter  of  life  and  death,  “in  whom  are  all  our 
springs.” 

The  order  and  decorum  among  the  inmates,  with  a 
lew  exceptions,  have  been  uniformly  satisfactory  and  gra- 
tifying, thus  furnishing  evidence  that  the  system  of  govern- 
ment and  discipline  is  judicious  and  salutary.  The  appli- 
ances conducive  to  form  good  character  upon  Christian 
principles,  have  been  diligently  employed  in  daily  in- 
struction ; and  the  Board  gratefully  report  the  useful 
Sabbath  services  of  the  Chaplain,  and  the  efficient  aid  of 
those  gentlemen  who  devote  their  time  and  talent  gra- 
tuitously to  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Refuge. 

The  Superintendent’s  Report  presents  exact  statistics 
concerning  the  School  Department, — statistics,  however, 
are  only  abstract  numbers  and  cannot  awaken  the  emo- 
tions realized  by  witnessing  the  evidences  of  intellectual 
development  and  improvement  during  examinations  ap- 
pointed for  that  special  purpose.  The  Board  would  be 
direlect  did  they  fail  to  notice  their  high  gratification  in 
this  department  of  the  Institution.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that 
the  examinations  of  the  classes  of  the  Refuge  would  com- 
pare favorably  with  those,  on  similar  topics , in  any  other 
institute  of  learning.  Surely  it  tells  well  for  the  Institu- 
tion to  witness  such  intellectual  improvement  among  the 
classes  of  the  inmates,  many  of  whom,  at  their  entrance, 
scarcely  knew  the  alphabet. 

To  this  gratifying  statement  of  the  literary  condition 
of  the  Refuge  schools,  the  Board  report  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  a no  less  prosperous  aspect  of  the  manual  labor 
department.  To  appreciate  the  arrangement  of  the  Insti- 
tution in  this  respect,  the  scene  must  be  witnessed.  The 
Board  are  buoyant  in  hope  that  the  result  will  be,  useful 
trades  to  the  inmates,  and  auxiliary  in  the  support  of  the 
Institution. 
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The  Board  report  with  pleasure  the  visit,  last  August, 
to  our  House  of  Refuge  of  the  eminent  lady,  Miss  Doro- 
thea L.  Dlx,  whose  philanthropic  labors  have  secured  for 
her  a world-wide  celebrity.  After  a minute  and  critical 
I survey  of  the  Cincinnati  House  of  Refuge,  and  comparing 
it  with  the  celebrated  Institutions  of  England,  France,  and 
Germany,  all  of  which  she  had  visited  personally,  our  in- 
stitution, in  her  enlightened  judgment,  secured  the  pre- 
mium. We  cordially  thank  the  lady  for  her  visit  and  her 
i testimony. 

Besides  the  Library  belonging  to  the  Refuge,  and  which 
was  selected  with  great  care  by  a committee  specially 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  the  Institution,  by  an  arrange- 
ment made  by  our  Board  with  the  School  Board,  has  the 
privilege  of  the  very  extensive  Library  belonging  to  the 
School  Board.  By  this  arrangement  the  Refuge  realizes 
a very  valuable  addition  to  its  resources,  not  only  to  the 
inmates,  but  also  to  the  Superintendent  and  all  his  officers.

A statement  of  the  Secretary  herewith,  presents  the 
details  of  the  foregoing  accounts. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  during  the  year,  228, 
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have  been  maintained  at  a cost  of  $25,730  53,  or  $112  85 
for  each  inmate,  which  is  $5  07  less  for  each  child  than 
the  cost  for  the  previous  year. 

In  our  Report  for  last  year,  we  mentioned  that  there 
was  then  in  progress  of  construction  a new  steam  engine, 
with  four  new  boilers,  and  essential  improvements  in  the 
heating  apparatus,  all  which  were  completed  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year  just  closed,  and  constitute  the 
greater  portion  of  expenditures  for  improvements  and 
repairs. 

Wanting  suitable  employment  for  the  boys,  and  not 
finding  our  mechanics  willing  to  hire  their  labor,  the 
Board  availed  itself  of  the  opportunity  at  hand  to  secure 
the  services  of  Mr.  John  Cowles  for  the  instruction  of 
fifty  boys  in  Shoe  Manufacture,  a trade  which  we  have 
regarded  as  one  of  those  best  adapted  to  the  capacities  of 
youth,  and  we  cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  his  success  in 
;he  manufacture  of  Women’s,  Misses’,  and  Children’s  shoes, 
;o  the  satisfaction  of  those  who  are  better  judges  of  such 
vork  than  the  Directors.  Having  commenced  this  work 
n July  last,  near  the  close  of  the  year,  there  was  not  time 
o realize  a return  of  the  investment  made,  from  sales  of 
hoes ; the  first  sale  took  place  during  the  last  week  of  the 
rear.  In  our  next  Report  we  hope  to  be  able  to  give  an 
mcouraging  account  of  the  results  of  this  enterprise. 

The  pressure  of  the  times  compelled  the  contractor  for 
he  labor  of  forty  boys  at  brush  making  to  discontinue 
lis  operations  in  the  Institution  last  spring,  and,  to  secure 
he  amount  due  for  labor,  the  Board  thought  best  to  accept 
•rushes  for  about  $1300.  What  amount  we  can  realize 
•n  these  brushes  is  difficult  to  tell. 

Messrs.  Boyus  & Co.,  who  succeeded  the  former  con- 
ractor  in  the  brush  business,  are  drawing  their  work  in 
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the  Institution  to  a close.  They  have  promptly  fulfilled 
their  obligations  under  the  contract. 

Messrs.  Bromwell  & Melish  have  recently  contracted 
for  the  labor  of  fifty  boys  in  the  manufacture  of  wire  works, 
bird  cages,  &c. ; they  are  now  getting  fairly  under  way 
with  their  work  and  seem  encouraged  in  their  under- 
taking. 

In  review  of  the  whole  of  the  History  of  the  House  ol 
Refuge  during  the  year  now  closing,  the  Board  would 
gratefully  recognize  that  kind  Providence  under  which 
they  have  been  enabled  to  conduct  its  affairs  to  so  favor- 
able an  issue.
